AN ORDINANCE amending Special 
Ordinance No. S-139-76, to permit 
the Fort Wayne Redevelopment 
Commission, Governing Body of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Department of 
Redevelopment, to set the annual 
salaries for the staff of the Fort 
Wayne Redevelopment Commission. 



WHEREAS, Special Ordinance No. S-139-76, was passed 
by the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, on 
August 24, 1976; and 

WHEREAS, said Special Ordinance No. S-139-76 fixed the 
salaries of eaah and every appointive officer, employee, deputy, 
assistant, departmental and institutional head for the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana for the year 1977, including those of the 
staff of the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission; and 

WHEREAS, I.C. 18-7-8-11, Redevelopment, in part, ■; 

states: 

"(9) To appoint or employ an executive 
secretary, appraisers, real estate experts, 
engineers, architects, surveyors, attorneys, 
clerks, guards, laborers and such other 
employees as the board may deem expedient, 
to prescribe and define their duties and 
regulate the compensation to be paid to such 
persons," ; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, wishes to amend Ordinance No. S-139-76 to delete the 
annual salaries set in said Ordinance for the Redevelopment Comm¬ 
ission staff, and to permit the Commissioners of the Fort Wayne 
Redevelopment Commission to set the salaries for 1977 and there¬ 
after for the Redevelopment Commission staff. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the part and provision of Special 
Ordinance No. S-139-76, which fixes and sets the salaries of the 
staff of the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission, is hereby repeal¬ 
ed and deleted from said Special Ordinance. Further, the respon¬ 
sibility for setting the annual salaries for the staff of the Fort 
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Wayne Redevelopment Commission is hereby confirmed in the 
Commissioners of the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission. 

SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect 
from and after its passage and approval by the Mayor.
